ing fliers became a ghost sto- 
ry" — until finally found far off 
course from its base in a remote 
section of the desert. Films 
showed the plane in fairly good 
shape after a crash landing, but 
the fliers had wondered over the 
desert for many miles, died of 
thirst and starvation.

Not Federa! 
Crime to Kill 
a President 


By JAMES MARLOW

WASHINGTON (AP) - One 


of 
the 
ironies in America's 


sense of values is this: while it's 
a federal crime to threaten the 
life of a president it is not a 
federal crime to kill him. 


For this reason Lee Harvey 


Oswald did not commit a feder- 
al offense when he assassinated 
President John P. Kennedy and, 
because he didn't, it was the 
Dallas police who arrested him 
for violating the Texas state law 
against murder. 


So federal authorities had no 


jurisdiction over the case and 
hence no authority to investi- 
gate, to bring charges, or to 
prosecute the assassin in feder- 
al court. 


Yet, 
it would have been a 


federal crime if Oswald had 
killed .one of(!tbe Secret. Service 
agents 'with 'Kennedy." Under 
existing law, in addition to Se- 
cret Service men, it is a federal 
crimt; to kill U.S., judges, dis- 
trict attorneys and their assist- 
ants, 
U.S. marshals, 
FBI 


agents', postal inspectors, prison 
puards, game wardens, narcot- 
ics agents. 


In dealing with some of the 


major problems of the presiden- 
cy Congress has exhibited such 
a strange reluctance that it 
comes under the head of inexcu- 
p-able tardiness. 


, 
In all its history, for example, 


'Congress has never passed a 
law to provide for a problem 
which has arisen before and 
could cause a monumental cri- 
sis in government. 


This is the problem of presi- 


dential disability — how a disa- 
bled president passes on his 
duties to the vice 
president 


when he can't perform them 
and how he takes them back 
when he is able or thinks he is 
although others disagree. 


Ever since President Dwight 


D. Eisenhower had a heart at- 
tack in 1955 Congress has tor- 
mented itself — more or less — 
with this dilemma hut once 
again it had done nothing when 


it quit last Saturday. 


Likewise it went home without 


making it a federal crime to kill 
a president even though the 
whole world saw how the Dallas 
police botched the handling of 
Oswald who was assassinated 
by Jack Ruby while in their 
custody. 


Immediately after Kennedy's 


slaying in 1963 it seemed — for 
a while — that Congress would 
make it a federal crime to kill, 
or try to kill, or to conspire to 
kill a president and others in 
line to succeed him. 


But this evaporated. 
When the seven-man commis- 


sion headed by Chief Justice 
Earl Warren finished its investi- 
gation of Kennedy's killing and 
issued its report on Sept. 28 it 
strongly recommended making 
it a federal offense to assassi- 
nate a president. 


But Congress was in a rush to 


quit, which it did five days la- 
ter. The subject is bound to 
come up again next year but 
there's no reason to think Con- 
gress will do any more then 
than it has in the past. 


It seems odd that Congress 


has delayed taking This final 
step since it is now 47 years 
since the legislators first made 
it a federal crime to threaten a 
president. 


This 
becomes 
doubly 
odd 


when it is remembered that in 
1955 
and -1962 Congress passed 


additional legislation making it 
a federal crime to threaten 
harm to a vice president, a pres- 
ident-elect or other officers in 
the line of succession 
to the 


presidency. 


The Warren Commission said 


presidents have always received 


I threatening letters and the vol- 


• ume became so big by 1940 that 
the Secret Service set up a pro- 
tective research section. 


It's job was to analyze and 


make available to those charged 
with protecting the president — 
meaning the Secret Service, 
above all — information from 
the White House mail and other 
sources on people 
considered 


capable of violence to the presi- 
dent.'

Steel Plants 
Running Out 
of Workers

CHICAGO (AP) — The steel 


industry, headed for its biggest 
year in history, is running out of 
workers in the Chicago-Gary, 
Ind., area, largest, steel produc- 
ing center in the world. 


Two of the industry's giants, 


U.S. 
Steel and 
Inland Steel, 


reported today they arc carry- 
ing recruiting drives for their 
busy Chicago area plants into 
the far corners of the Midwest 
and Pennsylvania in an effort to 
beef up overworked crews. 


The problem, say industry 


spokesmen, is the lack of skilled 
labor in Chicago, traditionally a 
fertile 
source 
for 
the 
steel 


plants. 


"We've advertised here and 


tried to work with employment 
services," 
said 
a 
Chicago 


spokesman for U.S. Steel, 'but 
we are just unable to meet our 
requirements 
locally. 
We're 


having trouble getting skilled 
and even semiskilled workers." 


The 
spokesman 
said U.S. 


Steel will conduct job interviews 
this week in many industrial 
areas of Pennsylvania, includ- 
ing Altoona, Johnston and Un- 
ion town. 


The Chicago area produces 


nearly 23 per cent of the na- 
tion's steel and industry offi- 
cials estimate the nation will 
produce a record 125 million 
tons of ingot 
in 1964. 
Last 


month's production of 10.6 mil- 
lion tons of ingot set a new in- 
dustry record for September. 


"There's a big push on," said 


Phil Morris, personnel director 
for Inland Steel's vast Calumet 
Works. "When you get large 
steel companies looking for the 
same 
thing 
(skilled 
labor), 


there aren't enough top-flight

people to go around."

Chicago, 
Morris 
said 


"we're looking for people with 
high school educations or at 
least the equivalent. You just, 
can't find them there.

"The days of the 
pick and shovel are over in the 
steel mills." 


As of this week, Morris said, 


there were 486 jobs open among 
his work force of 21,200. "And if 
I filled those I'd have to ask for 


some more." 


Morris said Inland is recruit- 


ing workers in Duluth, Minn.; 
Green Bay, Wis.; South Bend, 
Ind., 
Evansville 
and 
Tcrre 


Hauto, 
Ind., 
and 
Escanaba, 


Mich., among other cities. 


Smaller steel producers in the 


Chicago-Gary 
area 
also 
are 


pressed, but haven't announced 
any plans for recruiting outside 
the immediate area. There are 
nine major .steel-producing fa- 
cilities in the area.

autumn classic today. 


The best-of-seven games will 


decide baseball's world cham- 
ponship. 


The Yankees, 17-to-lO favor- 


ites to win their 21st post-season 
title in 29 attempts, were handi- 
capped somewhat by the ab- 
sence of regular shortstop Tony 
Kubek. He had missed the last 
two weeks of the season because 
of a jammed wrist. 


Officially out for the entire 


series, Kubek has been replaced 
by Mike Hegan, rookie first 
baseman and son of Yankee 
bullpen coach Jim Hegan. 


Phil 
Linz, the versatile in- 


fielder who plays the harmonica 
on the side, will play shortstop 
in Kubek's place and lead off. 
The Cardinals, too/are not 100 
per cent physically fit; 


Uncertainty over second base- 


man 
Julian Javier and third 


baseman Ken Boyer, injured in 
weekend games with the New

Tuesday 
when both assured

Johnny Keane they 


were ready to play. 


Javier injured his left hip in a' 


collision Saturday and did not 
play in the regular season fi- 
nale. Boyer pulled a muscle in 
his left thigh rounding third in 
the sixth inning of the finale.

A sellout crowd of 32,000 was 


assured 
with tickets in much 


demand. Speculators were get- 
ting as much as $100 for a pair 
of box seats. 


The weatherman continued to 


be kind to the St. Louis popu- 
lace. As it has been throughout 
the final week of the season, 
prevailed with temperatures of 
sunny 
and pleasant weather 


65 to 70 for the Cards' first 
World Aeries since 1946. 


Starting time was 1 p.m. 


EST, with all games carried on 
network NBC radio and televi- 
sion. 


On ' the basis of experience, 


the Ford-Sadecki duel appeared 
to be a mismatch. This was the 
eighth opening game 
assign- 


ment in his 22nd Series start for 
the 35-year-old Ford who turned 
in a 17-6 record during the regu- 
lar season. 


On the other hand, it was 


World Series baptism for the 23- 
year-old Sadecki, the Cardinals' 
lone 2-0 game winner. 


In v ct, only three Cardinals 


— shortstop Dick Groat, out- 
fielder.Bob Skinner and pitcher 
Roger Craig — have had World 
Series experience. 


There isn't a Yankee regular 


without Series experience ex- 
cept Mel Stottlemyre, the rookie 
right-hander. He is expected to 
oppose Bob Gibson, the Cards' 
fireballing ace, i n the second 
game. 


St, Louis southpaw Curt Sim- 


mons and New York right-han- 
der Jim Boutpn are likely start- 
ers in the third game Saturday 
at Yankee Stadium, following a 
day off due to travel.

Brundage Is 
Renamed by 
Sports Group

TOKYO (AP) - 
Re-election 


of Avery Brundage as president 
of 
the International 
Olympic 


Committee gives the Amateur 
Athletic Union of 
the United 


States a powerful ally in its 
power struggle with the Nation- 
al Collegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion. 


Brundage, the stern, 74-year- 


old Chicago hotelman who holds 
strict views 
on 
amateurism, 


won out in a secret ballot over 
Lord David Brughley, Marquess 
of Exeter, who takes a some- 
what more liberal view of the 
amateur code. 


The 
vote 
was 
announced 


Wednesday as unanimous but 
this was on a motion by Pakis- 
tan after the sealed ballots had 
been counted. It probably was 
fairly close in the 70-man com- 
mittee.

"Meanwhile, feverish prepara- 
tions went forward in a light 
drizzle for the opening of the 
Olympic Games Saturday when 
8,000 athletes from 98 nations 
will vie for honors before capac- 
ity audiences. Virtually -every- 
thing is ready, and the excite- 
ment in Tokyo is almost incom- 
prehensible to a Westerner.

may have a profound impact on 
American amateur sports. 


The American team fielded 


here was put together under a 
truce between the AAU and the 
NCAA imposed by the late Gen. 

As soon as 
the games end and possibly 
even before, the two big sports 
groups may lock horns. 


One possible arena is the 


meetings next week of the Inter- 
national Amateur Athletic Fed- 
eration, which controls track 
and field. The IAAF recognizes 
•only the AAU; and the AAU 
may take this opportunity to 
present-its side of the case to 
the International Federation. 


Although 
the 
AAU-NCAA 


dispute may never come before 
the IOC, if it does Brundage is 
almost certain to throw his 
weight on the side of the AAU. 
He has always been scornful of 
college athletic scholarships. 


If 
the AAU-NCAA wrangle 


goes so far as to cause the IAAF 
to withdraw recognition from 
college athletes, most American 
track and field men would be 
banned from international com- 
petition, including the Olympics. 


The NCAA, of course, hopes to 


achieve recognition from the 
IAAF or at least a further shar- 
ing of responsibilities with the 
AAU

Van Sicklen, a 216-pound sen- 


ior from Walled Lake, Mich., 
made 11 unassisted tackles and 
helped on six others. He was 
such a nuisance in the Nebraska 
backfield that Cornhusker coach 
Bob Devaney said afterwards 
"Van Sicklen forced us to aim 
most of our plays outside to 
keep awav from him." 


High praise indeed from an 


opposing coach for a usually 
unsung hero of the line. His own 
coach, Clay Stapleton, praised 
him, too. 


"I wouldn't swap Van Sicklen 


for any tackle in the Big Eight, 
including 250-pound Ralph Neely 
of Oklahoma," Staoleton said.
